25X1X6 2, bcc tho opportunity of telking to two liberated German var 
prisoners. it was evident that both had had their fill of the type of ex- 
perience encountered on their journey home. In the camp where releases were 
effected, the half-dead returning Germans made their first acquaintance with 
the German Berlin Communists. Through an arrangement with the Russians, 
these Communists delivered speeches to the released prisoners and urged thea 
to join the SEO and to recruit new members for it. 


4. These speakers stated that German militariem and Fascism were responsible for 
the wars end that the Russians could not treat the German soldiers differently, 
since they were obliged to think thet sll Germans are wild Nazis who could 
have murdered and plundered. They stated that militarism and capitalism should 
be rected out of Germany forever; Ruasia, who has been fighting for the 
emancipation of humenity, deserves the highest praise. 


4. the Commoists gave cat cigarettes and aweeta in the camp and sought to in- 
gratiate themselves with the prisoners. The two prisoners mentioned stated
